Paul Mining company to the state 
mine inspectors, under whose direc- 
tions the St. Paul mine will be opened 
tomorrow. The shafts have been her- 
metically sealed closed for two months 
to smother the flames that 
have 


smouldered in the second level since 
November 13. 


• --Will Take No Chances. 


"That does not mean," added Mr. 


Taylor, "that any chances of need- 
lessly sacrificing other lives will be 
aken.

Warriner Tells Story.

had paid Mrs. Ford $1,000 a month for 
seven years, from October 1902. Mrs. 
Ford is charged with having black- 
mailed Warriner. 
The 'witness do- 


scribed Mrs. Ford as a woman who 
could never get enough money and 
himself as a man never free from her 
demands. 
This was the 
first time 


Warriner had uttered anything public- 
ly regarding Mrs. Ford and the crowd 
in the court room followed his testi- 
mony with great interest. 


Sensational Statement. 


Attorney Thorndyke made-a sensa- 


tional opening statement for the de- 
fense. 
He declared that the defense 


would assist the prosecution in show- 
ing that not only Warriner,1 but other 
employes of the Big Four railway were 
short in their accounts and added: 
"We propose to show that t>he machin- 
ery of the state is being invoked to air 
a. vulgar affair between two women for 
the love of one man—and a very poor 
speriman of a man he was." 


Mr. Thorndyke asserted tha.t the 


charge against his client rested upon 
the. effort of AVarrlner to turn atten- 
tion from himself and throw blame 
on someone else.

Birds

Plumage on Midway Islands. 


Honolulu, Jan. 31.—The revenue cut- 


ter Thetis recently stationed in these 
waters, is on a cruise to Midway is-' 
lands to Investigate the reports of ex- 
tensive poaching operations by Japa- 
nese, who are said to have destroyed 
millions of birds for the sake of plum- 
age. 


All the islands under investigation 


were Included in 
o. "Hawaiian bird 


reservation" by the federal govern- 
ment some months ago. Nearly all of 
the Japanese sampans engaged in the 
fishing business of Honolulu have been 
fitted with power engines and many 
of them now are capable of making 
extended ocean trips. They frequently 
remain out of port days together and 
there has been suspicions that some 
of them visit the bird islands. Other 
reports have come here of Japanese 
steamers calling at the islands.

HALF COMES IN FREE. 


Operation of New Tariff Shown in 


Official Statement. 


Washington. Jan. 31.—Mon; than half 


of the merchandise imported under the 
new tariff law enters the United States 
frea uf duty. This was shown today 
by an official statement of imports 
since the new law went into effec.t Aug. 
li, 190?. 
During August the imports 


entering free amounted to 46.32 per 
cent; in September, 40.25 per cant; Oc- 
tober, 60.61: November, 54.11: Decem- 
ber. 55.36. The five months is 51.58. 


Except for 1890, when sugar was ad- 


mitted free, this is a larger percentage 
than under any previous tariff law. 
Prior to that, tho highest annual aver- 
ago of importations free of duty was in 
1861, when the percentage was 49.53. 
The total value of all merchandise en- 
tering free 
reached 
$100,000,000 
in 


1S73, passed the $200,000,000 in 1SSO, 
the $300,000,000 in 1S91, $400,000,000 in 
1SD2, $500,000,000 in 1905, $600,000,000 
in 1907, and in the calendar year Just 
ended was practically $700,000,000. Tin 
principal articles In'thls total of non- 
dutiable imports for 1909 were hides 
and skins, India rubber, pig tin, raw 
silk, fires, cotton, copper, coffee, tea, 
cocoa, chemicals, art works and un- 
dressed furs.
